THAT POST 

The Postmaster General, Mr. 
Farley, reports that his depart- 
ment spent 48 million dollars more 
than it took in from the sale of 
postage stamps in the fiscal year 
just ended, We don't worry 
much about the postal deficit 
we do about the reasons for it, 

Mr, Farley, a 


couple of years 
ago, blamed the losses of his de- 
partment upon the second-class 
postage rates under which news- 
papers are distributed, He was 
met with such a blast of refuta- 


tions, accompanied by figures 
which proved that most of the 
largest payers of second-class 
rates could deliver their papers 


cheaper by other means than the 
mails, that he has wisely refrained 
this year from renewing that an- 
cient charge against the press, 

Mr, Farley puts the blame where 
it belongs—on the Federal Gov- 
ernment itself. ‘The excess cost is 
due to the handling free of post- 
age of thousands upon thousands 
of tons of Government documents, 
reports and pamphlets, of the per- 
sonal mailings of Congressmen 
and Senators, and of the free mail- 
ing privilege accorded to the blind, 

There is no suggestion in the 
Postmaster General's report that 
the country should return to the 
two-cent postage rate. We under- 
Stand that the present three-cent 
postage law will expire by limita- 
tion on June 80th next, unless 
Congress in the meantime votes 
to renew it. We do not think it 
would do any harm, and probably 
would do a good deal of good, to 
fo back to the old standard 
postage. 

Suppose it did increase the Post 
Office deficit. It is silly to look 
upon that or any other activity of 


the Government as if it were a 
business organized and operated 
for profit. sovernment has no 


husiness to run a business, and it 
wouldn't know how to if it tried. 
The Post Office is a public serv- 
ice for which taxpayers must pay. 

It is probably true, as many have 
“tated, that a private business en- 
lerprise could handle the mails at 
lower rates of postage and make 
a nice profit on the operation. Pri- 
vate business is so uniformly more 
efficient than public business that 
i, is easy to believe. But under 
the present system, the Federal 
Post Office Department probably 
will produce a deficit every year, 

More attention to the type of 
land selected for corn, better land 
preparation, use of locally adapt- 
ed varieties of seed, and a side- 
dressing if the corn is not follow- 
ing winter legumes will be a long 
step toward increasing the corn 
yield in Alabama, say crop spe- 
cialists at the Alabama Polytech- 
nie Institute at Auburn, 


A survey in Limestone County 
shows that one crop out of every 
10 goes out of the county for the 
purchase of mules or horses, More 
attention must be given to this 
by Alabama farmers and to the 
proper feed and care of the ones 
now on farms, emphasizes Dr. R. 
& Sugg, livestock specialist of the 
Alabama Extension Service.

It is interesting, though perhaps 
not important, to learn that the 
House of Representatives in Wash- 
ington has been equipped with loud

Careful re-reading of the news 
item about the new equipment of 
the House, however, discloses that 
it refers to devices to enable Con- 
gressmen to hear each other, ‘That 
seems to be about right. If the 
new machines limit the range of 
members’ voices to the ears of oth- 
er members there is nothing for 
the rest of us to worry about. 


We are pleased to learn that 
the loud-speaker system has no 
radio attachment. The proposal 
to broadcast the proceedings of 


Congress was voted down because 
of the impossibility of providing 
facilities for the 485 members who 
would all want to make speeches 
at the same time, So long as their 
only audience is within the four 
walls of the House of Represen- 
tatives there is no particular in- 
centive to oratory other than the 
inherent urge which inhabits every 
legislator’s breast,

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PETER SEES CHRIST'S GLORY 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 17:1-9, 14-18, 

GOLDEN TEXT—We beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father,.—John 1:14, 


Service in the name of Christ can 
be nothing but an empty formality, 
and a disappointing experience of 
one’s inability really to help anyone, 
unless it is backed by a vision of 
the Saviour in all His glory. ‘To 
Peter, whose life we are studying, 
there came such an experience as 
he went with the Lord to the Mount 
of Transfiguration. We cannot 
duplicate that day of days in his life 
in any physical sense, but we mmy, 
yes we must, withdraw to that quiet 
place where we may spiritually see 
Him whose we are and whom we 
serve as our transcendent Lord, 

I. A Vision of Glory (vv. 1-9), 

1, A mountain-top experience (vv. 
1-3), 

Too much of the daily life and 
walk of Christians is in the valley. 
We need now and then to come up 
to the high places where we may be 
spiritually renewed. Jesus is ready 
to take us as He did the three dis- 
ciples, “up into a high mountain 
apart.’’ We may not be able to 
move our bodies, but our spirits 
may soar to sublime heights with 
Him. There He will reveal Him- 
self in all His glory. 

2. A mistaken attitude (v. 4). 

Whether Peter was confused by 
the remarkable experience, or if it 
was but another expression of his 
unfortunate tendency to talk when 
he should be quiet, we do not know. 
But he is a representative of those 
who miss the supreme blessing of 
such a priceless moment by trying 
to tell God what should be done. 

Had Peter’s suggestion been ac- 
cepted by our Lord there would nev- 
er have been any redemption for the 
human race. Sin and sorrow would 
have reigned supreme in the earth, 
while he and his brethren enjoyed a 
season of fellowship with Moses and 
Elias and their Lord. 

3. A divine testimony (vv. 5-7). 

God spoke and scattered the con- 
fusion of men’s thinking by declar- 
ing the deity of Jesus, ‘‘This is my 
beloved Son,’’ and His supremacy, 
“Hear ye him.”’ We live in days of 
theological and philosophical confu- 
sion. We struggle in vain to resolve 
the moral chaos which has resulted 
from erroneous teaching by any 
arguments or by the devices of men. 
Let us appeal to the Word of God. 
It is plain, powerful, ‘sharper than 
a two-edged sword.” 

4. A glorious result (vv. 8, 9). 

“They saw no man save Jesus 
only.” 

II. A Call to Service (vv. 14-18). 

Service should never precede 
vision. Vision is given as a prep- 
aration for service. 

1. A needy soul (vv. 14, 15). 

We live in a world of such des- 
perate need that even the confirmed 
‘fall's well with the world’’ optimists 
are beginning to see that tueir rose- 
colored glasses cannot make them 
oblivious to its sin and sorrow. The 
boy was sick; his father was in 
despair; and these two things just 
about sum up the need of most of 
humanity. 

2. Impotent 
(vv. 16, 17). 

The man brought his son to the 
place where he had a right to ex- 
pect help—to the followers of Christ. 
But he found them without faith to 
help him. Little wonder then that 
those around them were stil in per- 
verse unbelief. We who profess to 
follow Christ, and especially those 
of us who say that we are His serv- 
ants, should be ashamed of our im- 
potent gestures toward our needy 
fellow men. There is power with 
God, power in prayer, power in de- 
voted and faithful service to Christ. 
Let us claim it! 

3, The omnipotent Saviour (v. 18). 

Jesus spoke, and the demon de- 
parted. The absolute supremacy of 
our Lord appears not only on the 
mount of glory, but shines even 
more brightly in the valley of need. 
Words do not suffice to describe 
Him, and yet we must by both word 
and life proclaim Him to the world 
as its living Lord and Saviour. 

4. A glorious result (v. 18). 

“The child was cured from that 
very hour." 

Here is no partial solution, no 
“hope to help you" effort to meet 
man’s need, Jesus met the boy's 
full need and at that very hour. Just 
so we may tell the sinner that he 
May come to the Saviour with the 
full assurance that his sin will be 
put away, and that by faith he will 
become a child of God.

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FARMER JONES AND HIS 
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THE FARM GATE — The farm 
gate is about one of the most im- 
portant things on the farm. It 
is not only important as a means 
of opening and closing your fields 
and patches but it also tells you 
a story about the man who runs 
that farm. If you will show me 
the gates on your farm I can come 
pretty near telling you what style 
farmer you are. If you will show 
rae your gates I can draw a fairly 
good picture of your, home and 
your barn, Of course, the wife 
might change the case some but 
with all of her good help it will 
be pretty easy to picture the man 
who runs a farm by looking at 
his gates. I have thought for 
many years that a good gate was 
about the best thing to have on 
the farm. I realize that it takes 
some time to keep up good gates 
but I happen to know that it is 
worth all the time it takes. In 
the first place, we should make 
sure that a gate is as wide as it 
should be for its location, Noth- 
ing is more provoking than to 
have a five-foot gate where you 
need a six-foot gate. A wide gate 
will not cost you much more than 
one that is not quite wide enough. 
In the second place, your gate 
should swing freely. It should not 
drag the ground at any point and 
it should not be necessary for you 
to lift it up in order to fasten it, 
An old dragging gate is not very 
creditable around your home or 
your farm. Just about the most 
provoking thing I know of is an 
old gate that will not fasten, We 
should have a chain or hook on 
both sides of a gate so we can 
fasten it, going or coming. I once 
knew a farm tenant who put two 
chains on all the gates he used. 
When he went through a gate he 
could fasten it without reaching 
over or through the gate and it 
was a pleasure for me to use his 
gates as long as he lived on my 
farm. That man was a real good 
farmer. I might say a few words 
about the bracing of gates as some | 
of us seem not to know about 
this. Your brace should run from 
the bottom of the gate on the 
hinge end to the top of the gate! 
on the swinging end, If this is 
done and the nails are bradded 
down your gate will not sag until} 
your timber begins to decay. The 
one thing that causes your gate 
to sag is the fact that it is swing- 
ing all the time, ‘This can be 
uvoided if you will fix a slide for 
your gate. Your slide should be 
arranged so your gate will strike 
it about ten inches from being 
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Draught. Often that 
droopy, tired feeling is caused 
by constipation, an everyday 
thief of energy. 


Don’t put up 
with it. Try the fine old 
vegetable medicine that sim- 
ply makes the lazy colon go 
back to work and brings 
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closed. The slide should be nailed 
to the gate post and should be set 
about six inches in the ground, 
The slide should have a noteh cut 
in it so the gate would pass down 
into the notch when it is com- 
pletely closed. This notch should 
be about one inch deep if you 
care for the notch to be a protec- 
tion to your gate. The notch will 
prevent the gate from being clos- 
ed until it has been slightly lift- 
ed. Your pigs cannot open this 
gate and at the same time it will 
not be difficult for you to open it. 
If your gate is so arranged that 
livestock will not try to get out, 
you should not have the notch as 
the slide will be sufficient. If you 
use a smooth slide it should be ar- 
ranged so as to hold the weight 
of the gate while the gate is clos- 
ed, It should not require more 
than one-half an hour for you to 
make and install an ordinary slide 
for your gate, If you have a notch 
in your slide it might take fifteen 
minutes more. You can fix up all 
your gates with slides in half the 
time you lose at the country store 
talking polities. Please permit me 
to suggest that you get busy and 
fix up all your gates so they will 
swing freely, open wide, fasten se- 
curely on either side and be sup- 
ported so as not to sag if the chil- 
dren happen to climb up on them. 
Such an arrangement will not only 
be a pleasure to you but to your 
entire family and will give you 
employment for at least half a 
day that you would waste in town 
or at the country store. Will you 
do it?

GARDEN SEED —-The art of 
buying or growing garden seed is 
not possessed by all farmers. We 
should all know how to save our 
garden seed and if we are too trifi- 
ing to grow and save them we 
should know the art of securing 
them at and for a price we can 
afford to pay. Many good farmers 
go to town and buy gardefi seed 
in dime packs, Most of us spend 
enough money for our seed but 
we do not secure the necessary 
amount of seed to supply our 
needs, If you grow your seed you 
know how to get them but if you 
buy your seed it is likely that you 
ere not protecting yourself as you 
should. This article is addressed 
to that farmer who buys his gar- 
den seed, In the first place you 
should not buy any garden seed 
in dime packs, All your seed should 
be bought in bulk. You should get 
them by the pound or the gallon 
and not by the package. I would 
suggest that you make up a list 


cf the seeds you need and the 
exact amount needed. This list 


should be carried to the store that 
has the seed in bulk and you should 
buy them accordingly. One of 
the best known money savers 
of the seed business is for eight 
or ten men to go in together and 
buy their seed in bulk. I would 
suggest that you get your neigh- 
bors together after each man has 
made up a list of what he wants 
and the exact amount he wishes 
of each variety. Add up all the 
seeds wanted and permit one man 
to buy the entire lot at bulk pric- 
es. If you will do it in this way 
you will not only save money but 
you will also have an abundance 
of seed for your garden,

IRISH POTATOES — Last year 

I,told you how to raise your po- 
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tatoes in your back yard and many , 
citizens took my suggestion and 
they had an abundance of pota- 
toes, The 14th of February is po- 
tato planting time so I would like 
to tell you again how it is done 
80 you can get ready for the oc- 
casion. This plan is good for the 
farmer and for the city dweller. 
One flower bed will produce quite 
a nice lot of potatoes, You can 
follow this plan in your front yard 
if you have enough space for one 
flower bed. The first thing to do 
is to select your spot for your 
potatoes. A bed four feet wide 
and ten feet long will grow many 
potatoes. You should first pul- 
verize the soil and fertilize it very 
highly. I would suggest that you 
use a spade in a small place and 
a long plow in a garden, Break 
the soil deep and close and put 
the fertilizer out after the soil 
has been prepared. Use enough 
cow lot fertilizer to cover the 
ground and then add some com- 
mercial fertilizer that is rich in 
potash and phosphate, Use this 
fertilizer freely if your space is 
limited, Use a rake and rake the 
fertilizer in until it cannot be seen. 
Then drop your pieces of potato 
so they will be about twelve inch- 
es apart. Place them by hand and 
sprinkle a small amount of soil 
over them by using a scoop or your 
hands. After this has been done 
the bed should be covered with 
cane pummies putting the fine or 
rotted pummies down first. After 
that add the other pummies until 
the bed is at least twenty inches 
thick, After the pummies settle 
the bed will be about fifteen inch- 
es deep which is about the right 
depth. There is nothing more for 
you to do until you go out for the 
matured potatoes, The potatoes 
will bear in the cane pummies and 
you should have about one dozen 
potatoes from each hill. A bed 
four feet wide and across your 
garden will produce more pota- 
toes than the average family can 
consume while they are fresh. You 
should have about three plantings 
and you should have all the pota- 
toes you need for the year, The 
plan is simple and it has been 
proven. If you will try it one time 
you will keep it up. I would like 
to give a nice reward for a better 
plan if you can furnish it. Will 
you try it?

ea widow, Carrie Jacobs Bond. 

She had had no business expe- 
rience whatever, She didn't know 
low to do anything except keep 
house; and she could hardly do 
even that, for she had been an in- 
valid for years, her body racked 
and tortured by the terrible pangs 
of inflammatory rheumatism, 

But didn’t want pity and 
She didn’t want charity. She was 
too proud for that. So she cut 
herself off from all her friends 
and relatives and went down to 
Chicago to face the grim years 
ahead, 

What could she do? She tried 
1unning a rooming house, but she 
couldn't make expenses. 

Then she tried selling hand- 
painted china that she had deco- 
rated herself; but no one wanted 
her sugar bowls and plates. Next, 
she tried to write songs; but pub- 
lishers wouldn't buy them. 

Fifteen years later, Carrie Ja- 
cobs Bond was to write “The End 
of a Perfect Day,” a song that 
sould six million copies and netted 
her a quarter of a million dollars 
in cold cash, 

But when she first started, she 
couldn't sell her songs for even 
five dollars apiece. Blighting pov- 
erty was her lot. Unable to pay 
her rent, she often feared that she 
would be put out on the street, 

Finally, she became so poor she 
could eat only one meal a day; 
end second-hand dealers took 
@way her furniture and silverware 
and gave her a little money that 
kept her from starving. 

But during all this awful pov- 
erty and heartache, Carrie Bond 
continued to write beautiful songs 

songs that would one day be 
Sung around the world—song’s like 
“Just A-Wearyin’ For You" and 
“{ Love You Truly.” 

Mrs. Bond wrote these songs on 
Wrapping paper because she could- 
n't afford to buy writing paper, 
and she wrote by candle light be- 
cause it was cheaper than gas

The first time Mrs. Bond tried 
to sing her songs in yaudeville,

Words and phrases began form- 
lig in her mind, A song of praise 
and thanksgiving welled up in her

PLANS FIGHT FOR 
STATE'S INTERESTS 


ADMINISTRATION PLEDGED 
ANEW TO GIVE 
STRICT ECONOMY 


MONTGOMERY, <Ala.—Cheered 
by thousands who thronged the 
streets of this historic Capital City 
under bright January skies, Ala- 
bama’s new governor, Frank Dix- 
on, a Birmingham lawyer and son 
of a Baptist minister, saw a spec- 
tacle in his honor that had more 
of a military flavor than any oth- 
er held in the State since World 
War days. 


A decorated war veteran him- 
self who sacrificed a leg in the 
conflict with Germany, the new 


46-year-old chief executive was 
visibly thrilled by the demonstra- 
tion of both regular army units 
and national guardsmen, 

Thunderous applause greeted 
Alabama's Frank Dixon and Bibb 
Graves, new and retiring govern- 
ors, respectively, Monday as the 
inaugural parade swung up histor- 
ic Dexter Avenue, 

Approximately 50,000 lined the 
streets to see the pageantry. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala,.— Ala- 
hama’s new governor, Frank M. 
Dixon, of Birmingham, Monday 
demanded a cessation of “attacks 
or. the South” and the removal of 
“artificial barriers” placed against 
the South by “partisan politics and 
sectional interests.” 

These demands were made in 
his inaugural address, keynoted 
with an attack on “discrimina- 
tions’ against the South, before 
throngs of Alabamians who flock- 
ed to the capital for the inaugural 
ceremonies, 

Governor Dixon called upon the 
South for a united Southern voice 
at the 1940 'Democratie conven- 
tion to remove these “discrimina- 
tions,” pledged himself to increase 
Alabama's school term, conserve 
the state’s resources, continue a 
road building program and de- 
clared for “efficient and economi- 
cal” government. 

The Birmingham attorney, who 
rose to the state’s highest office, 
slanding near the spot where Jef- 
ferson Davis was sworn in as pre2s- 
ident of the Confederacy, and 
placing his hand upon the same 
Bible used by Davis, swore to “sup- 
port the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States and the constitution of 
the State of Alabama,” 

His far-reaching program of 
government was voiced in no un- 
certain terms, particularly as re- 
lating to the tariff structure and 
regional freight rate differentials. 

“We demand that there be a 
cessation of unfair attacks upon 
us—that we be allowed to live and 
to prosper in the degree allotted 
to us by a beneficent providence, 
without the artificial barriers 
placed in our way by partisan 
politics or sectional interests,” de- 
clared the new governor, 

In attacking freight rate ‘“dis- 
crimination,” Dixon had only 
praise for his predecessor, Bibb 
Graves, saying “the problem has 
received the able attention of our 
retiring governor.”
